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Although small and the least functional of 
all anteriors, the laterals have a profound 
effect on the esthetic identification of a smile.

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The Dentist’s Opportunity in Nutrition* 


Philip L. White, Sc.D., Secretary, 
Council on Foods and Nutrition, American Medical Association 


uring this presentation I shall en- 
D deavor to justify the contention 

that the dentist should not prac- 
tice clinical nutrition; he may, however, 
have responsibilities to patients in need 

aed of dietary counsel- 
ing. I will attempt 
to point out that 
the proper diagno- 
sis and treatment of 
disorders of nutri- 
tional origin are 
usually beyond the 
purview of dental 
practice. The issue 
of the role of diet 
in causing or pre- 
venting caries will 
not be discussed, since Dr. Basil Bibby 
will consider this in his paper. 

This discussion can best be opened 
with the question: “Must the dentist be- 
come a nutritionist?” This may suggest 
that the dentist must become a nutrition- 
ist to be properly equipped for his prac- 
tice. Or, it may imply that the dentist 
should become a nutritionist because 
others have neglected their responsibili- 
ties. Indeed, the dentist may feel morally 
obligated io practice clinical nutrition.

He may tend to become a nutritionist by 
default of the family physician. 

In routine practice, the dentist focuses 
his attention on an area of the human 
anatomy that is one of the sensitive mir- 
rors of the nutritional status. Few nu- 
trient deficiency syndromes are not re- 
flected, directly or indirectly, by some 
change in the integrity and appearance 
of the skin and buccal mucous mem- 
branes. Certain vitamin deficiencies re- 
sult in specific disorders involving the 
tongue, gums, corners of the mouth, and 
nasolabial area, but the symptoms are 
rarely clear-cut. For example, glossitis, 
with soreness and burning, is associated 
with niacin deficiency; cheilosis, with 
angular maceration and fissures; and 
glossitis, with a purplish appearance, 
have been attributed to riboflavin defi- 
ciency. Glossitis is also associated with 
pyridoxine and folic acid deficiencies.*:? 
Obviously, there is significant overlap- 
ping of symptoms associated with vitamin 
deficiencies. 

The structures of the oral cavity do 
reflect signs of overt nutrient deficiencies ; 
however, these signs alone will seldom 
permit a definite diagnosis. Many of the 
above symptoms may result from diverse 
pathological conditions.:* They are, 
nevertheless, valuable clues to be con- 
sidered. The dentist, seeing signs and 
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symptoms suggestive of vitamin deficien- 
cies, often must feel compelled to initiate 
treatment. It must be emphasized that in 
almost every instance, the tentative diag- 
nosis should be confirmed by a more 
complete examination. This is beyond the 
purview of the dentist. 

In general, a nutritional deficiency dis- 
ease should not be diagnosed unless mul- 
tiple suggestive signs are encountered. 
Lesions attributable to vitamin deficien- 
cies are generally bilateral.* The diagno- 
sis of a specific nutrient deficiency based 
solely on the observation of lesions in the 
oral cavity is very difficult. A possible 
exception may be the red, swollen, and 
bleeding gums typical of a vitamin C de- 
ficiency. Even then, a number of other 
gum conditions with somewhat similar 
characteristics must be ruled out. With 
exception of the deficiencies manifested 
by the most classical symptoms, e.g., beri- 
beri, pellagra, scurvy, rickets, and osteo- 
malacia, clinical observations should be 
confirmed by appropriate laboratory ex- 
aminations and medical history.’ This is 
especially true during the very early 
stages of clinical manifestations; by far 
the more common situation encountered 
today. 

Patients seen today rarely, if ever, pre- 
sent all of the lesions described as classi- 
cal symptoms of vitamin deficiency. The 
inadequately nourished individual never- 
theless may demonstrate certain signs 
suggestive of a particular deficiency or 
deficiencies. 


New Generation 


with Old Problems 


Nutrient deficiencies present during 
the developmental years may be observed 
by the dentist in his examinations. Cal- 
oric, protein, vitamin D, and vitamin A 
deficiencies that existed in early child- 
hood may be discernible in the older 
child; caloric and protein deprivation by 
the failure to achieve an anticipated 
genetic potential. Signs of vitamin D and 
A deficiency may be discernible by roent- 
genologic examination of the face and 
jaws.* When signs of old lesions are en- 
countered, an effort should be made by 
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the physician to determine whether a 
change or correction has occurred in the 
dietary habits of the patient or the pa- 
tient’s family. If no attention is paid to 


this, the faulty nutrition may be perpetu- 


ated in all younger siblings. 

There is an expression creeping into 
the literature that has been used for some 
time in vitamin advertisements. It is— 
“subclinical vitamin deficiency.” By defi- 
nition, this means—without clinical man- 
ifestations—a disease in its earliest stages. 
Millions of dollars are spent by people 
treating “subclinical’’ deficiencies, the 
only discernible result being a healthy fish 
population in the streams below the 
sewage disposal plants! Most of the water 
soluble vitamins in high potency supple- 
mental vitamin preparations are no 
doubt passed off in the urine. It is most 
imperative that signs suggestive of nu- 
trient deficiencies be used as guides to 
further diagnosis and not guides to 
therapy per se. Many dentists may wish 
to “treat” the “subclinical” lesions; how- 
ever, diagnostic aids outside the purview 
of the usual dental clinic are required be- 
fore the proper diagnosis may be made 
and the preferred course of treatment 
charted. 

When overt lesions or even signs sug- 
gestive of deficiencies are encountered by 
the dentist, it would seem prudent to 
seek the cooperation of the patient’s phy- 
sician or a specialist. Nutrient deficiencies 
are systemic; they inevitably involve other 
tissues and organs not conventionally 
considered by the dentist. Great as the 
temptation may be to suggest vitamin 
therapy, it should be resisted until the 
complete diagnosis has been made. The 
physician should not resort to shotgun 
vitamin therapy either, although he may 
wish to prescribe vitamins until such 
time as the basic dietary fault has been 
corrected. 

It is entirely conceivable that specific 
instruction given by the dentist could 
conflict with that given by the physician 
for management of such conditions as 
diabetes, cardiovascular and renal dis- 
ease, ulcers, or anemias,

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Definition of a Dentist 


Dentists are not traders in commodities engaged in a merchandising business. 
A dentist is a practitioner of one of the true “learned professions,” like unto a 
physician or surgeon. Dentistry is one of the healing arts, a department of medi- 
cine; and dentists, like physicians, perform the highest type of skilled professional 
services for their patients. Dentists are men of profession, wno by virtue of their 
talents and aptitudes, and long years of study, and formal education, qualify 
themselves to serve mankind and to alleviate human suffering. 


When a dentist furnishes a prosthesis to his patient, this is an inseparable 
and indivisible part and parcel of the professional service of dentistry, which 
concerns itself with diagnosis, treatment, restoration, prevention. A dentist does 
not, under the common understanding of things, or under terms of the Sales 
Tax Act, make a sale to his patient. 


His relationship to his patient is not that of merchant and “customer,” but 
that of doctor and patient; a close relationship requiring the skill and expertness 
that come with a concentrated background of education, training, and qualifica- 
tion. A patient goes to a dentist seeking treatment and professional care . . . 
and that is what he gets, and the amount paid the dentist by the patient is the 
dentist’s fee for professional services. 


The fashioning and furnishing of dentures, crowns, inlays, bridges, and 
similar medical prosthetic devices, by a dentist, incidental to his professional 
care and treatment of his patient, is not a retail sale of tangible personal 
property taxable under the Alabama Sales Tax Act. Skilled professional service 
is that which is required of the dentist, furnished by him to the patient, charged 
for by the dentist, and paid for by the patient—From the Final Decree by 
Judge Walter B. Jones, Circuit Court of Montgomery County, Ala., No. 34430, 
9 March 1960.

A “Dental Laboratory” 


The following definition of a dental laboratory is a part of the dental practice 
act of the Michigan State House Bill No. 64 presented before the 71st session 
of the legislature. It is the writer’s opinion that it is one of the best he has seen 
in many years. It is published for your information in the hope that it may clear 
up a lot of misunderstanding. 


Quoting Section 13a: “(1) The term ‘dental laboratory,’ as used in this act 
means any dental workroom, whether operated as a part of a dental office or 
otherwise, by any person, association, corporation, or any other entity other than 
a licensed dentist or physician, engaged in, or holding out to any as being 


- engaged in, either directly or indirectly, constructing, repairing or altering 


prosthetic dentures, bridges, orthodontic or other appliances or structures to be 
used as substitutes for or as a part of natural teeth or jaws or associated struc- 
tures, or for the correction of malocclusions or deformities.” —E. Ebert. 
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ETHICS CODE VIOLATIONS 


Dr. Irving C. Stone, 111 N. Wabash 
Avenue, was censured on January 26, 
1961 for appearance on the Lee Phillip 
(Channel 2) television show on August 
24, 1960. This is a violation of Section 2 
(9) of the Code of Ethics. 

Dr. Morton Epstein, 2448 Western 
Avenue, Park Forest, was censured and 
placed on probation for six months on 
March 21, 1961 for violation of the Code 
of Ethics under Section 2, Advertising, 
consisting of the insertion of a 2 x 3¥2 
inch ad in The Star of December 11, 
1960. 

Dr. E. L. Ewald, 3001 N. Southport 
Avenue, was censured and placed on pro- 
bation for six months for violation of the 
Code of Ethics under Section 2, Adver- 
tising, consisting of the insertion of an ad 
in the Belmont Booster, Christmas 1960. 


SERVICE OCCUPATION TAX 
ON DENTAL MATERIALS AND 
APPLIANCES (State Rate 3%) 


At the recent session of the Illinois 
General Assembly there were a number 
of new taxes enacted and among them 
was the Service Occupation Tax on den- 
tal materials and prosthetic appliances 
which the Governor, Otto Kerner, has 
signed into law. ‘There have been a great 
many telephone calls to the Central Office 
regarding this tax and as well as we can 
ascertain from our attorneys the tax is 
applicable to dental supplies and appli- 
ances and must be collected by the sup- 
pliers. For a good many years this was 
not the case but since the enactment of 
the recent tax legislation it must be paid. 
We regret that to our best knowledge 
there was no concerted effort by the den- 
tal profession to oppose such taxes and 
there probably was little chance of de- 
feating it, nevertheless it again points out 
the necessity for eternal vigilance on the 
part of all of us. If we are to meet these 
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problems and the many others which 


confront the profession at each session 
of the legislature it is going to take all the 
vigilance that the officers and those en- 
trusted with matters legislative can give, 
plus every last man of us. We must pitch 
in and learn to know our representatives 
and keep them informed on dental 
health matters. 

If the writer may be so bold he’d sug- 
gest that we get steamed up about mat- 
ters such as this before it is too late as it 
is in this case and act before the laws 
are put on the books. 

We are doing a better job than we 
have done but it is far from good enough 
and you can’t pass the job you should do 
onto “George.” YOU ALONE IN CON- 
CERT WITH EVERY MEMBER OF 
THE ILLINOIS STATE DENTAL 
SOCIETY CAN DO THE JOB AS IT 
SHOULD BE DONE. START RIGHT 
NOW TO BE INFORMED.

For these reasons, it is suggested that 
the dentist call to inform the physician 
that he has suggested his patient consult 
him regarding the status of his lips, gums, 
tongue, etc. The dentist may or may not 
wish to be specific about the suspected 
deficiency, depending upon his own con- 
victions. If the Greater Chicago dentists 
have encountered resistance on the part 
of the physician on such referrals, it 
would seem logical to refer the matter 
to the respective county or city societies. 


The Dentist and 
Nutritional Guidance 


The dentist can give nutrition infor- 
mation without being a diagnostician. 
Indeed, he is expected to show concern 
about the nutrition education of his pa- 
tients. Except in the most unusual cir- 
cumstances, however, such information 
should be general. Corrective therapy 
should not be undertaken without the 
knowledge and consent of the patient’s 
physician. Even though the dentist can 
be expected to show concern about nutri- 
tional status, how he brings about or 
cooperates in correcting dietary faults de- 
pends upon the patient-dentist relation- 
ship and the family-dentist-physician 
relationships. 

Certainly there are situations in which 
the dentist would be expected to provide 
specific nutrition information. When a 
patient is without dentures or is unable 
to masticate food properly, he should be 
instructed on how to maintain adequate 
nutrition through the use of foods that 
do not require chewing. The currently 
popular formula diets, supplemented as 
necessary to provide adequate calories 
and protein, could serve nicely for a short 
time. Corrective nutritional therapy prior 
to oral surgery may also require the den- 
tal surgeon to institute rather specific di- 
etary management. 

What goals should the profession es- 
tablish in regard to nutrition? For the 
most part, general information on nutri- 


tion should suffice. For this purpose the 
old seven-group food chart or the newer 
four-group plan can serve as useful teach- 
ing guides. 

The four-group food plan has been de- 
scribed in leaflet #424 of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, and 
Doctor Nizel in his book, Nutrition in 
Clinical Dentistry, devotes considerable 
attention to dietary counseling,® utilizing 
the four-group food plan.* The four- 
group plan is felt by many to be superior 
to the older basic seven-group plan, since 
it de-emphasizes food as a source of cal- 
ories and is much simpler to follow. The 
fundamental plan is as follows: 


1. Milk Group: Some milk daily. 


3 to 4 cups 
Teen-agers ....... 4 Or more cups 
2 or more cups 


Pregnant women. . .4 or more cups 

Nursing mothers. ..6 or more cups 

Cheese and ice cream can replace part 
of the milk. 

2. Meat Group: Two or more serv- 
ings, including—beef, veal, pork, lamb, 
poultry, fish, eggs, with dry beans and 
peas and nuts as alternates. 

3. Vegetable-Fruit Group: Four or 
more servings, including—a dark green 
or deep yellow vegetable important for 
vitamin A—at least every other day. A 
citrus fruit or other fruit or vegetable 
important for vitamin C—daily. Other 
fruits and vegetables including potatoes. 

4. Bread-Cereals Group: Four or 
more servings—whole grain, enriched, re- 
stored. 

Foods commonly used in the diet such 
as butter, margarine, other fats and oils, 
sugars, desserts, jellies, and unenriched 
grain products serve to fulfill the caloric 
and nutrient allowances not completely 
covered in the above plan. 

Reliable teaching materials that utilize 
the four-group plan are obtainable from 
the U.S.D.A. and such organizations as 
the National Dairy Council, the Wheat 
Flour Institute, the American Institute of 
Baking, and National Livestock and 
Meat Board, and the A.M.A. The Wheat 
Flour Institute last year published a 
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booklet entitled Your Dentist and Your 
Physician Look at Snack Foods. This 
booklet, developed for use in patient edu- 
cation, was reviewed by both the A.D.A. 


and the A.M.A. prior to publication. You 


may find it useful. 

One goal for general patient education 
would be the creation of awareness that 
good nutrition is essential to good health. 
Good nutrition can be achieved by the 
judicious selection of wholesome foods 
chosen to provide an adequate intake of 
essential nutrients. This really is the basic 
concept expressed in the four-group food 
plan. 

The dental profession can be of great 
help in the never-ending battle to combat 
food faddism and nutrition nonsense. 
The food faddist or fanatic is one who 
puts great store in the health-giving prop- 
erties of specific foods. He shuns other 
foods as being detrimental to health, and 
he tells the world about it. The net result 
of the activities of the food faddist is 
confusion. Good programs in public 
health nutrition are undermined, and 
confidence is lost in our general food 
supply. 

Now I would like to summarize and 
at the same time formulate my answer 
to the question, “Must the dentist be- 
come a nutritionist?” I think that the 
dentist does not need to become a nutri- 
tionist. However, he should have sound 
general knowledge of the importance of 
good nutrition and ways of achieving it. 
It is true that the dentist in his routine 
examination may see signs that suggest 
nutrient deficiencies. Rather than treat 


this individual himself, he should refer 
him to his physician. 

The dentist is a professional person 
who is interested in more than dental 
health, that is, he is interested in the 


~ total health of the individual. And be- 


cause the total health state reflects the 
integrity of the teeth and buccal mem- 
branes, he is in a position to provide 
general nutrition information to his pa- 
tients. May I stress that, in most in- 
stances, such information be general. We 
must all avoid the pitfalls of promising 
glowing health and strong teeth and 
bones by the observance of a particular 


dietary regimen.

Street—whose space order forms have 
closely resembled those of the Illinois Bell 
Telephone Company—on June 21 was 
fined $3,000, on 15 counts of mail fraud, 
and placed on probation for one year. 
His activities have been the subject of 
hundreds of inquiries and complaints to 
the Chicago Better Business Bureau of 
which the Society is a member organiza- 
tion. 

Federal Judge Edwin A. Robson, fol- 
lowing an 8-day bench trial, found Oleck 
guilty of duping advertisers into buying 
space in his “Greater Chicago Classified 
Business Directory.” The Government 
charged that, of 150 advertisers inter- 
viewed, it failed to find one who did not 
believe he actually had purchased space 
in the Chicago Classified Telephone Di- 
rectory (the Red Book). 

Many dentists were similarly victimized 
every year and paid for listings in this 
classified directory under the impression 
they were paying their routine bill for 
Red Book listings. They would be subse- 
quently embarrassed to find that they 
had inadvertently purchased an unethi- 
cal listing for themselves. Naturally no 
Society action was taken. against the 
duped members but the Society did pro- 
test vigorously, through the Better Busi- 
ness Bureau, of the deceptive operation. 
We are glad to be rid of this thorn in our 
side and we are appreciative of the good 
groundwork done by the Better Business 
Bureau.
